The city cou ncil met in regu lar 
session Thu rsday evening with all 
t lie memb ers present. In the ab sence 
of Mayor Allen Swope, Cou ncilman 
Mills presided. 
The minu tes of the 
last meeting were read and approved. 
Cou ncilman 
Mills 
introdu ced 
a 
resolu tion providing for a license of 
$50 for each of the moving pictu re 
shows. 
The first section of the ordinance 
reads as follows: 
That it shall b e 
u nlawfu l for any person, persons, 
firm or corporation, withou t 
first 
having ob tained a license from the 
clerk of the city of’ Seymou r, Indiana, 
to exhib it or participate in exhib it­ 
ing for fee, or pay within the corpo­ 
rate limits of the city of Seymou r, 
Indiana any theatrical or minstrel 
performance shows, moving pictu re | j 
shows, shows of pu ppets wax figu res, 
animals or reptiles or give any con­ 
cert or display of tu mb ling feats, rope 
or wire dancing or exhib it any circu s 
or menagerie, natu ral or 
artificial 
cu riosity or monstrosities or operate 
or set u p any cave rock, striking 
machine, shooting 
gallery, b owling 
alley, merry-go rou nd, (>r Hying jenny 
or give any mu sical or vocal concert 
or performance or any other pu b lic 
exhib ition, except lectu res on scienti­ 
fic, historic 
b enevolent 
or literary 
su b jects and the apparatu s for the 
ellu eidation of the same, and speci­ 
mens of the fine art. 
Said person, 
persons, firm or corporation shall pay 
to said city a license therefore as fol­ 
lows: for each circu s or menagerie 
inclu ding side shows b elonging there­ 
to where the general admission fee 
is fifty cents or more, twenty-five 
dollars for each day or day and night, 
and where the general admission fee 
is u nder fifty cents ten dollars for 
each day or day and night, for each 
at the concert show, moving pictu re \ \ 
shows, exhib ition entertainment, cave 
rock, striking machine or shooting 
gallery, 
merry-go 
rou nd or flying 
jenny, two dollars and fifty cents for 
the first night and day, two dollars 
for the second day or night, one dol­ 
lar and fifty cents for each additional 
day or night and fifty dollars for one 
year. 
The ordinance was the resu lt of 
some trou b le regarding the license of 
moving pictu re shows. 
Several of 
the oou neihnen are of the opinion that 
the Majestic shou ld b e exempt from 
paying the regu lar fee on accou nt of 
the pu b lic natu re of the hou se. Cou n­ 
cilman Mills in defenseof the measu re 
said it wou ld only do ju stice that the 
Majestic 
company 
shou ld 
not 
b e 
taxed as it was composed of pu b lic 
spirited citizens who have erected the 
b u ilding for the b enefit of the city, 
and that it had never b een a paying 
investment. 
He said that the Majes­ 
tic company had allowed the city to 
keep the clock on the tower withou t 
charge except for repairs and main­ 
tenance, and that for that reason no 


fee shou ld he asked of the owners 
of the b u ilding, 
it was stated that 
the Majestic company had painted 
the tower three times while the city 
painted it only twice. 
Cou ncilman \V. R. Day, who is in 
favor of making a u niform license 
for all shows of this class said he was 
opposed to the ordinance as it was 
introdu ced, as the license was so high 
that it wou ld b e prohib itive for the 


j smaller shows. 
In reply to the re- 
marks of Mr. Millls he declared that 
tlie license was not assessed against 
the stockholders, 
b u t 
against 
the 
manager of the company. 
It seems 
that it b eing an agreement, the mana­ 
ger of the Majestic took charge of 
the hou se 
with the 
u nderstanding 
that if any fee was collected the 
owners mu st pay it. 
Mr. Day said 
that it was simply a fair proposition 
that if one company was licensed all 
others of the same class shou ld b e 
requ ired to pay the same amou nt. 
The matter will prob ab ly b e settled 
b y the Majestic company paying the 
fee asked and then charging the same 
amou nt for the rent for the clock u p­ 
on the opera hou se.

With “Nation Bu ilding” as his su b ­ 
ject. Dr. P. E. A-b u ry delivered a 
-troiig address at the annu al u nion 
Thanksgiving service held at the St. 
Pau l chu rch which was attended b y 
a large nu mb er of the memb ers of the 
variou s chu rches. 
His address was 
very appropriate 
and 
was 
highly 
commended b y the au dinece. 
Selecting for lii> text “ Be Strong 
‘and of good cou rage.” Joshu a 1-0, 
Dr. Asb u rv said in p a r t : 
“These words were spoken to Josh­ 
u a b y the Lord, when lit* was given 
the task of b u ilding a free nation ou t 
of a nation of slaves. 
Never was a 
greater task given to any man. 
Only 
God and Joshu a knew how great it 
really was. 
Bu t God and one man 
makes a majority, against all odds 
that might come against them. 
“ M o ses had 
failed in 
tin* same 
task, when he had b een specially fit­ 
ted for it from his b irth. Temper and 
impatience were the weak points in 
his natu re that b rou ght ab ou t his 
downfall. 
There were many good 
traits in Moses’ natu re b u t a man is 
no stringer 
in character 
than his 
weakest 
point. 
God took 
him 
to 
Pisgalrs 
height 
and angels b u ried 
him and sang a requ iem over his grave. 
Better was it for his lift* to end tlm- 
than to have remained in Egypt, and 
ru led in worldly splendor, and b een 
b u ried in the Sarcophagi of the kings. 
He did his b est, the task was to« * great 
for him. 
* Joshu a learned lessons 
from Moses' failu res, and b eginning 
immediately 
the 
God 
given 
task, 
marched forward to conqu est and 
victory. 
“The hand of God can still bt* seen 
in nation b u ilding. 
No one can read 
the events now transpiring in the dif­ 
ferent nations of the world today, 
and not see that God is ru ling in the 
affairs of men. 
The nations that arc 
seeking to do his will are leading the 
world, and those in reb ellion against 
him are perishing. 
“What a gloriou s sight, 
as the 
Stars and Stripes and the Enion Jack 
are fast marching to the conqu est of 
this world for the right. 
These have 
the lead b ecau se they are Christian 
nations. 
“These Enited States of America 
were plainly the gift of God. 
Hid 
away among inaccessib le waters, u n­ 
til the time came that God wanted to 
u se it to make a last great effort at 
nation b u ilding. 
It was plainly the 
gift of God that tin* mariner’s com­ 
pass came into the inventive facu lty 
j 
of man ju st when it was most needed 
to gu ide his vessels to these u nknown 
j 
shores. 
God gave man the printing- 
press ju st at the right time for him to 
preserve and disseminate the knowl­ 
edge of all the past ages of the 
world’s history, that it might b ecome 
the dowry of this new “promised 
land”. 
“You can not trace the perservering 
efforts of Colu mb u s withou t feeling 


convinced that the power of A lm ighty 
God was u pon him. 
His first act on 
landing in this western sphere was to r 
plant the cross and call his whole 
ship’s company to worship.” 
The speaker gave a resu me of the 
ogranization of this government-ite 
hardships and trials; how it was pre­ 
served from interna! dissentions as 
well as external foes; how it was b ap­ 
tized in hu man b lood to make this the 
“ favored land of all this earth.” so 
that if looks a s thou gh 
the 
whole 
world wou ld come and dwell with u s 
if it were possib le. 
The speaker then mentioned some 
progress that was b eing made toward 
b etter government, b u t said that mu ch 
yet remained to he accoirplished. and 
that God was still calling as in o lden 
times for men who were willing to

The speaker closed with a call for 
men “who are wiling to help God b u ild 
u p a great and good nation, to lead 
the world to the high« st destiny that 
ha s e' • • b et n known in a 9 the centu r­ 
ies of hu man history. 
Strong men, 
w ho are not w ea k lin g s , b u t who are 
willing to risk b u siness, repu tation, 
and life itself if neeessaiy. to b e co­ 
in b ore* s with God in nation b u ilding.” 
The excellent program was given as 
pu b lished. 
This is ilie second year that the an­ 
nu al services had b een held in the ev­ 
ening, the cu stom having b een follow­ 
ed to hold the meeting at the morning 
hou r. 
The pastors are well pleased 
with 
attendance 
and 
the interest
